To his Excellency the Earl Spencer, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 

The members of a Special Committee of the Benchers of the Honourable 
Society of King’s Inns, most respectfully beg leave to submit to the considera- 
tion of your Excellency the following statement of facts on the necessity 
existing for removing from Henrietta-street the two depots of Militia regiments 
now quartered there, namely, the staff of the Cqunty Dublin Militia, and the 
staff of the City Artillery. 

1. That the main portion of the street consists of the King’s Inns Law 
Library, and 14 houses formerly occupied by nobility and gentry. Ten of 
those are now for the most part converted into law chambers for the accom- 
modation of members of the legal profession, and law students desirous of 
availing themselves of the King’s Inns Law Library, long established in the 
street. 

Of the remaining four houses, two are occupied by the staff of the Militia 
regiments referred to, and the two others are used as common lodging-houses, 
in which six of the Militia staff, with their families, reside, in consequence of the 
insufficient accommodation which the barrack depots afford. Besides, some 
others are resident in the immediate locality. 

2. That at the head of the street stand the King’s Inns building, the offices 
for registry of wills and deeds of title to property in Ireland, and the offices of 
the Probate Court, and a gate has long stood there, preventing ordinary 
thoroughfare. 

3. That the Law Library of the Society of King’s Inns is the only place in 
Dublin to which those studying for the Bar can have recourse for the advan- 
tages which an extensive library affords, and an orderly quiet street is essential 
to admit of their prosecuting their studies. 

4. That since the staff of the Militia, with their numerous families, came to 
reside in the street, there has been an absence of all order and quiet ; and the 
nuisance resulting from the street being made the resort of recruits and their 
followers, has become so intolerable as to be incapable of any control even by 
the police, who consider themselves exonerated from interference whilst the 
barracks remain.
